This had been anticipated by the 
‘Town Manager, and was the salary 
for the Town Accountant which he 
had caused to print in the new 
compensation plan booklet, which 
was given to all employees on 
Tuesday morning, at which time it 
‘was put into effect,

anticipate his pay raises, and plan

Bouchard ts of the opinion that 
the new schedule, which complies 
with the town meeting votes ofthis 
spring, will be in the long run, a 
money saver for the town, 

Before, he pointed out to the 
Town Crier, an employee might 
be starting in a position in any of 
the basic step-rates. Now, says 
Bouchard, a new employee will 
definitely start at the bottom, and 
earn his pay increments as he 
works for the town.

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A LITTLE BAKING SODA FOR JERRY 


A simple ceremony, yesterday morning, marked 
the beginning of a new postoffice for Wilmington 
Square. It could possibly also mark the beginning 
of a revitalizing of that portion of Wilmington, 

Once upon a time, when Urban Renewal was a 
possibility in Wilmington, there was a chance that 
the Wilmington Square area could really be improved 
There were plans, good, bad and indifferent, for 
the improvement of the area around Wilmington’s 
Square, 

But, thanks to unimaginative politicians and 
dilatory paid officials that chance was lost. $80,000 
in Federal funds was almost completely poured 
down the drain, 

Almost completely - but not quite. For there 
was a ‘peat survey’ and thanks to that survey it 
was possible to determine that the new postoffice 
could be built where it is now to be. 

But, the town shouldn’t stop with just a new 


Olson Road, next to the Fire Station, is an 
accepted street - even though it is the next thing 
to a ‘paper street’, 

During the Urban Renewal days this column 
Suggested that a street be put in, between Church 
Street and Middlesex Avenue, so that one way traffic 
could be had on Main Street (towards Boston) and 
one way traffic on the proposed street (towards 
Lowell) would rid the square of many of its con- 
flicting traffic streams. 

Woburn has one-way traffic around the center 
of that city. Lowell has achelyed much by one-way 
traffic circles, What have these cities got that 
Wilmington cannot do? Are we to take a back seat 
forever? 

One way traffic around the square would keep 
the traffic flowing, without long waits for a traffic 
light that insists on being perverse, 

That would be only the first step, 

The second would be to accept the long standing 
offer of the Middlesex County National Bank, for 
land for a public library. 

The site which was offered is close to the site 
of the new postoffice, 

The offer is just as good today as it was when 
it was made, 

Wilmington’s Board of Selectmen, in their 
(?) infinite wisdom chose to discuss this offer in an 
executive session, so that the public never found 
out about it, until some years later, and then by 
accident. 

But the site is a good one for a library. There 
‘will be plenty of free parking, and it will be adjacent 
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, so that it will be quite convenient 
for the people of Wilmington. 

But, of course, it takes money tobuilda library. 
‘That too, can be arranged, with a little planning and 
a little co-operation. 

The first thing to do is to get some baking soda 
for Jerry Bouchard’s fingers. 

fii them burned, in the Town Hall deal, and 
he is deathly afraid to even think of such a thing as 
co-operating with business men of this town! 

So the Town Hall deal flopped! Maybe it deserved 
to, if this can be said without being harsh, But it 
doesn’t stop business men from co-operating with 
the town - and if this paper has read the signs 
aright the Chamber of Commerce is still willing 
and able. 

If the town were just to signify that it might 
possibly listen to a proposition, the Chamber could, 
in the belief of this paper, raise a goodly sum of 
money stock free - $25,000 to $50,000, we’ll hazard, 
‘ The Chamber would be willing to donate money 
like this, to the town, for a library, with just a 
Mttle encouragement, 

The Chamber might want to lead other organiza- 
tions, in a dollar for dollar match, or some such 
proposition, to raise the money. There is no 
telling what could happen, 

As things now stand the town has $15,000 in the 
till, the money that was voted to ‘fix up’ the old 
St Thomas Church, 

Take that money, and the $25 or $50 grand 
that the Chamber might raise, with a little en- 
couragement, and you’ll have the start of the funds 
needed for a public library. 

It would be a big step in the right direction, 

The first question, of course, isto get the Cham- 
ber thinking in this direction, 

And the second is to get Jerry todip his fingers 
in some baking soda, so he can forget the pain, 

Who'll pass that baking soda, please?

THREE VARIANCES GRANTED 
BY APPEAL BOARD 


The Wilmington Board of Ap- 
peals, on May 7th handed down 
three opinions, granting zoning 
variances in all cases, 

A variance, to build a house, 
with garage and breezeway, was 
granted to Roger E Metcalf of 
Jaquith Road, for a lot at the 
corner of Hardin Street, The case 
was heard on April 14th. 

Mr Metcalfe had a lot of 40,000 
square feet, which he wanted to 
divide into two 20,000 foot lots, 
and build on one of them, The lot 
would not have the required area, 
frontage or depth, 

In-a case heard on March Sist 
the board granted a variance to 
Daniel De Piano of 14 Sherman

Mr De Piano told the board that 
he had been the owner of the lot 
since 1954, before the present 
zoning laws were voted, At that 
time {it had the required area, 
20,000 square feet, being 200 feet

long and 100 feet wide. 

In {ts decision the board noted 
that there was a lot in existance in 
1954, and that the board felt cer- 
tain that it met the zoning law of 
that date. 

The third variance was to James 
F Collins of 27 Cambridge Road, 
Woburn, in a case heard on March’ 
31st. 

Mr Collins owns a lot of land of 
approximately 2 acres, at the end 
of Wing Road, and he told the board 
he wanted to build two ranch style 
homes there, one for himself and 
the other for speculation, A hy- 
drant would have to be moved, and 
about 100 feet of water main laid, 
Collins told the board. 

There were nine abuttors pre- 
sent at the hearing, eight of whom 
were unopposed, and one opposed, 

In granting the variance, the 
board stipulated that Collins was 
to bring his final plan to the board 
for endorsement. The board stated 
that the proposal would not dero- 
gate from the zoning by-law.
